Iris are one of the easiest perennials to grow, requiring very little 
attention, but will repay you for any extra attention you give them. - 

Sunny well drained soil is best to plant in, working the ground 
loosely to a depth of about 10 inches, spread the roots of the rhizome, 
plant just under the surface tamping the soil down firmly. Water the 
soil before planting and remember not to plant deep as the Iris like 
sunlight, 

Do not over fertilize, bonemeal is good always or use anything 
you would have, sparingly and not next to rhizome. 

For acid soil add lime, sand preferably for heavy soil.
